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Stitch Variations 

Most crochet stitch patterns, no matter how 
complex they seem, are made using combinations 
of basic stitches. Different effects can be created by 
small variations in the stitch-making procedure or 
by varying the position and manner of inserting 
the hook into the fabric. 


Reading a Crochet Pattern 

In order to follow crochet instructions, you should 
know how to make the basic stitches and be 
familiar with basic fabric-making procedures. You 
should also be familiar with the abbreviations for 
the basic stitches, 


Working from a Diagram 
Diagrams should be read exactly as the crochet is 
worked. Each stitch is represented by a symbol that 
has been drawn to resemble its crocheted equiva- 
lent. The position of the symbol shows where the 
stitch should be worked. 

ich symbols are drawn and laid out as 
realistically as possible, but there are times when 
they have to be distorted for the sake of clarity. 

Tor example, stitches may look extra long to show 
clearly where they are to be placed, but you should 
not try to match the chart by making elongated 
stitches. Crochet each stitch as you normally 
would. 
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Note: Many patterns refer to certain groups of 
stitches in the instructions, but be careful— 
“bobble”, “cluster” "shell" etc., may not mean the 
same thing from pattern to pattern. Always read 
the instructions carefully. Notes at the beginning 
of the pattern are important to read,

Patterns worked in rounds have right side 
rows facing on every round—alternate rounds are 
printed in blue and black. 


Pattern Repeats 

In the written instructions, the stitches that should 
be repeated are contained within brackets [] or 
follow an asterisk *, These stitches are repeated. 
across the row or round the required number of 
times. On diagrams, the stitches that have to be 
repeated can be easily visualized. The extra stitches 
not included in the pattern repeat are there to. 
balance the row or make it symmetrical and are 
only worked once. Turning chains are only worked 
at the beginning of each row. 


Gauge 

Gauge is the number of stitches (and spaces) per 
inch and the number of rows (or rounds) per inch. 
Your gauge and the gauge listed at the beginning of 
the pattern should be the same so that your project 
will finish to the correct size and so you will not 
run out of yarn, 

Before starting your pattern, check your gauge! 
Using the same yarn, hook or needle and pattern 
stitch specified in the instructions, make a swatch 
that is approximately 6" (15cm) square. 

Using pins, mark olla section of stitches in. 
the center of the swatch that measures 4" (10cm) 
square, Count the number of stitches and rows in 
this 4" (10cm) section. If they match the gauge, you 


can start right in on your pattern. If you haye too 
few stitches, you are working too loosely—change 
toa smaller hook or needle size and make another 
swatch. If you have too many stitches, you are 
working too tightly —change to a larger hook or 
needle size and make another swatch. 

The hook size stated in the pattern is a sug- 
gested hook size only. You must use whichever 
hook gives you the correct gauge.
